station there until 1980, then began 
‘working for Satellite Radio. 

Today be is president of the firm 
which has stations in Boston, Detroit 
and Houston, and a construction per- 
mit for a Gladstone, Mo., station. 


Ginter found WREN in a search of:

eMjd-range because there just wasn't ~ 


anything in the Kansas City area,” 
he said. “What I found was WREN 


and it was dark. I managed to con- 


tact all the parties involved and con- 
vince them to agree to sell me what

like to belatedly teli of my brief career in radio, on the "other side". Actual- 
ly, I can go back to my senior year in high school, when I joined the "radio sta- 
ff". We produced a % hour show on WNNC-1230 Newton, NC every Sat. AM where I was 
‘editorial editor’ (that job consisted of finding many ways to talk about school 
spirit, editorally speaking-hi!). Of course, we had to pay for our air.time, so 
that was handled by cleaning the stadium after home football games Sat. AM before 
heading to the station. Upon arrival in Carrollton, GA in 71, with the help of 
my grandfather (who was the manager of RCA Victor records in the SE for many yea- 
rs, knew everyone at every radio station it seemed), I was employed at WLBB-1)00/ 
WBTR-92.1. In those days, both were in the same building, with the FM being ful- 
ly automated and the AM live. Many a college night was spent monitoring Braves 
baseball on FM and inserting local spots at the appropriate time (often I would 
be studying in-between!). The highlight was a music program called "Excursion" 
which ran nightly from 11 PM til FM s/off at 1 AM.

Ward died Wednesday after a 
rash-hour traffic accident in which 
the station’s blue traffic vehicle 
slammed into a traffic-light pole at 
Second and Alameda NW. The acci- 
dent occurred just before Ward was 
to give a live traffic report.

gator had not determined the cause 
of death Thursday. 

But station personnel said 
Wednesday they think Ward may 
have suffered a beart attack about 
S:15 p.m., causing him to lose con- 
trol of the car. He was pronounced 
dead at University Hospital at 5:58 


p.m. 

KOB was flooded with calls all 
day Thursday from listeners ex- 
pressing condolences and remem- 
bering Ward, who for more than 
eight years bad guided motorists 
through the morning and afternoon 


rush hours. 

Afternoon-show personality Mike 
Molony said he decided to “just sit 
around and taik” with the dozens of 
listeners who called in from Albu- 
querque, Belen, Los Lumas, Gallup 
and Santa Fe. 

Molony sald Ward was usually 
modest when accepting compli- 
ments, but would have been delight- 
ed by the attention. 

“As much as he liked to perform, 
to be the center of attention, be 
would have liked it,” Molony said in 
a telephone interview Thursday. 


KOB didn’t broadcast traffic re- 
ports Thursday, “out of a kind of 
tribute to him, plus, anyone who 
tried to do it would have had a tough 
time today.” 

He said traffic reporters from 
KOB-FM and KZRR were feeding 
traffic information to KOB-AM, 
which would have broadcast any 
serious problems. 

The memorial is set for 10 a.m. 
Saturday at the Immesuel Presby- 
terian church, 114 Cartisle SE. Also, 
a@ memorial fund has been set up at 
Sunwest Bank in honor of Ward. 
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
